There is very little willow or scrub 
and the land is easily broken for crop. It is no 
wonder that this choice section of country has 
attracted a very large number of settlers during 
the season, probably more thanany other point 
south of Edmonton, 
The town of Wetaokiwin, 


now containing 
three or four fine general stores, a larger hotel 
than any other place between Calgary and Ed- 
monten with a population nearly as large as 
had no existence in the beginniny of 
August last. This place has mide a most 
rapid growth aud there is every indication that 
it willshow still more rapid growth next sea- 
son, The country around Wetaskiwin seems 
to be most favered by people from the States of 
idaho and Washington whe have gone and are | 
going there in gh Lsapchads:

GENERAL NEWS. 
Says the Toronto Mail: A statesman is @ 
man who can say something that appears to 
mean a great deal, but in reality means noth- 
ing. For instance, Sir John Thompson has 
announced impressively that the Mani- 
toba school controversy shall be settled strictly 
in accordance with the constitution. This 
Solinds big, but it means nothing until the 
Premier explains whether he intends to be 
tage by the constitution as interpreted 
y the highest court in the realm, or as under- 
stood by a self-appointed committe at Ottawa. 


Lethbridge News: The weather for the past 
week has been more like spring than the first of 
January. The snow was all taken aw ay by the 
chinook of last week and the warmth of the sun 
had dried up the ground and the roots of the 
grass were beginning to show signs of starting. 
Yesterday, however, a snow storm set in and con- 
yinued all day, but melted nearly as rapidly as it 
fell. To-day the ground is white but the wea 
ther is fine and the sun shines warm and bright. 
teports from all parts state that the late storms 
have not been disastrous to stock, very little 
loss being experienced, The present fine wea- 
ther will be welcomed by stockmen all over the 
cattle districts. 

The revenue of the Dominion for December 
amounted to $2,896,253, and the expenditure 
on account of the consolidated fund to $2,084,- 
7038, leaving a surplus for the month under this 
head of $811, 550 or a net surplus of $514,630, 
even if we deduct the sum of $296,920, which 
represents capital expenditure during — the 
month. The revenue for the six months of the 
current fiscal year amounted to $18,550,024 and 
the expenditure to $13,842,497, leaving a sur- 
plus of $5,716,728, and if from this is deducted 
the sum of $1,948,111 expended on capital ac- 
count still there is a net surplus $8,763,417 
which represents the excess of revenue over ex- 
penditure of all kinds, 

Work on the Soo extension to the Canadian 
Pacific through Valley City and Minot, N. D., 
Is DOW suspended on account of the frozen 
ground, but eighty miles of track have been 
laid northwest from Valley City. A. H. Lin- 
ton, of the firm of Langdon & Co., who have the 
contract, said that the grading was completed 
from Valley City to the Cheyenne river, 108 
miles. The Canadian Pacific are constructing 
from their main line to the international bound- 
ary and will have their work completed as soon 
as Langdon & Co, have completed their work, or 
in August next. The extension will cross the 
line into Canada about eighty miles northwest 
of Minot, Minneapolis Tribune.

The Mail published recently a long letter 
from their € jollingwood correspondent regarding 
the political situation in North Simcoe. It 
says that nothing else is talked of in the riding 
but the present passage at arms between its 
representative in the house, Dalton McCarthy 
and party over the former's attitude on 
the trade question. Conservatives, it adds, are 
divided into two hostile camps, the one by far 
the largest and most influential determined to 
follow McCarthy through thick and thin, the 
other fearing and perhaps hating him. It fur- 
ther says it is evident that a plot ison foot in 
the riding to undermine McCarthy’s popularity 
and usefulness, and that this plot originated 
not there but in higher counsels of the Conser- 
vative party. A convention is to be held at 
Stayner some time this month at which McCar- 


thy will give his views on political questions of 
the day. 


A Chicago special to the Times says: A secret 
meeting of the transcontinental lines was held 
in St. Paul yesterday at which the Canadian 
Pacific showed its hand. The meeting was 
called to determine the policy of roads repre- 
sented for meeting the changed conditions fol- 
lowing the completion of the Great Northern 
railway. With another competitor in the field 
the transcontinental lines felt the necessity of 
coming to some kind of an agreement by which 
the business could be amicably divided and 
rates maintained. The meeting was held for 
this purpose. Allthe roads most interested 
were represented. Nothing was accomplished 
owing to the attitude of the Canadian Pacific 
which refused to enter into any negotiations for 
the maintenance of rates with American roads, 
alleging that in view of the hostile legislation 
which was likely to be had in this country it 
must be free to look after its own interests 
without entangling alliances with American 
roads, The refusal of the Canadian Pacific was 
in the nature of a threat that if congress should 
repeal the eonsular seal it —the Canadian Pac- 
ifie— would enter upon a bitter warfare again- 
st American roads. In so doing it would sim- 
ply be carrying out the policy of the road out- 
ined some time ago when similar threats were 
made, The threat was never put into execut- 
ion for reasons known only to the Canadian 
Pacitic, but it still hangs over the heads of Am. 
erican roads, As one eminent railway man 
said yesterday : “ It is not so much what the 
Canadian Pacitic has done as what it will do in 
the future if it is given the opportunity by the 
American Government that makes it feared by 
the roads in this country,”
